When thorough­ 
ly mixed about forty-five more gal­ 
lons of water should be added. 
Eor apples, when badly ayecfed, 
use Bordeau Mixture, which can be 
had at the drug stores, with an ad­ 
ditional amount of one pound of a r­ 
senate of lead.
